COMMODITIES EXCHANGE BILL - 
SUBMITTED TO WHITE HOUSE 


House Concurs in Senate Amend- 
ments; Measure Aimed at 
Speculative Trading. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 3.—Legisla- 


tion to put grain, cotton and other 
commodity futures exchanges under 
more rigid Government regulation 
to curb speculative trading was sent 
to the White House today by the 
House. 

Chairman Jones (Dem.), Texas, of 
the Agriculture Committee, obtained 
agreement to concur in Senate 
amendments. President Roosevelt 
is expected to approve the bill. 

The measure would outlaw such 

practices as trading in indemnities 
and wash sales. The Grain Futures 
Administration would be known as 
the Commodity Exchange Commis- 
sion, 
The new legislation is complemen- 
tary to the Stock Exchange Control 
‘aw already in operation under the 
Securities Commission. It permits 
speculative trading on grain, cotton, 
rice, mill feeds, potatoes, butter and 
eggs to be limited to any amount 
the administration decides, but does 
not interfere with legitimate hedg- 
ing operations in actual products 
bought and sold. 


TARGET PRACTICE FOR HUGE 


at Imitation Ship Off Cali- 
fornia Coast.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 3—/ GEORGE H. ENGLISH QUITS 


The Army’s two coastal defense 14- 
inch guns were assembled into an 
armament train at Fort McArthur 
today and started down the coast to 
a point about 40 miles north of San 
Diego to hurl shells 18 miles into 
the Pacific at a moving target. 

The guns have been silent eight 
years at Fort McArthur for fear of 
damage and shock to nearby resi- 
dences. The target practice will be 
held June 12 to 15. 

The special train will move to 4 
railroad spur 12 miles from the 
nearest town. There the 400- 
ton rifles will be set for firing their 
high explosive shells which weigh 
three-fourths of a ton. The mov- 
ing target, representing a battle- 
ship, will be eight miles at sea, but 
at an angle so that it will be at 
least 18 miles from the guns. Troops 
will surround the firing station 
and military police patrol the vi- 
cinity to prevent spectators from 
approaching. 

The maximum range of 16-inch 
guns, the largest carried by ships, is 
20 miles.

MUSSOLINI GREETS. 
BADOGLIO WITH KISS 


Conqueror of Ethiopia Wel- 
comed Back. to Rome by 
Cheering Crowd. -

ROME, June 3.—Viceroy Pietro 
Badoglio returned from Ethiopia 
today to receive the cheers of 60,- 
000 Italians and the embrace of 
Premier Mussolini. 

In Fascist uniform, with his avia- 
tor son-in-law, Count Galeazzo Ci- 
ano, and his entire Cabinet, Musso- 
lini kissed the conquering General 
on both cheeks when Badoglio ar- 
rived from Naples. Then Musso- 
lini stood, smiling, while officers 
presented huge bouquets to the new 
Viceroy and to Signora Badoglio. 

Earlier, Mussolini twice reviewed 
the picked troops drawn up at the 
station as an honor. escort for 
Badoglio. All trains were halted 
for an hour before and after the 
Viceroy’s arrival to avoid any dis- 
traction from the reception. 

Badoglio left the station with 
Mussolini through the royal salon.

PARIS, June 3.—The French cap-

French issues sagged on the 
Bourse and the franc reacted 
heavily. The value of the British 
pound, in terms of French cur- 
rencies rose to 76.20 francs as com- 
pared to yesterday’s quotation of 
75.96 francs. 

The demands of strikers in all 
industries were identical. Among 
them were higher wages, a 40-hour 
week, with abolition of overtime, 
recognition of union representatives 
in the factories, pay to discharged 
workers, vacations with pay and 
collective bargaining contracts. 

In other cities workers followed 
the lead of the Paris strikers. Two 
thousand five hundred employes of 
the Fiveslille company and 1000 
artisans in the Peugot plant near 
Lille struck, while 600 workers at 
Merlun and 100 at Vierzon laid down 
their tools.

Southern’ France, 
said they wuuld strike unless their 
demands were met. 

Negotiations Continue. 

Negotiations continued, mean- 
while, between workers and em- 
ployers’ representatives in the metal 
industry. Work was resumed with~ 
out incident iz plants where agree- 
ments already have been reached. 

Demands were made in the 
French press for leaders of the in- 
coming Leftist Government to keep 
the strikers under control. 

Despite the Federation of Labor’s 
assurances that no general walk- 
out was contemplated “for the pres- 
ent,” the strikers, locked in the 
chemical and metal plants, gained 
new recruits rapidly. Workers in 
the oil, food and paper industries 
soon joined them, 

The metal workers’ uns varned 
Louis Oscar Frossard, Minister of 
Labor, that there still are 150,000 
of its members dissatisfied with 
existing labor contracts. 

Getting Bedding and Food. 

Profiting by last week’s experi- 
ences, strikers holding factories or- 
ganized committees to get beds and 
supplies into the plants. Other 
groups were formed to keep idle 
machinery in condition. 

Seventeen British foremen, in-

DETROIT, Mich., June 3.—Day- 
ton Dean, who confessed he fired 
the shots that killed Charles A. 
Poole, WPA worker, several weeks 
ago and thus exposed the existence 
of the Black Legion, took the stand 
over the objections of his counsel 
at the examination of himself and 
12 others today on murder charges. 
Dean testified a “one-way ride” was 
prearranged for Poole. 

Prosecuting Attorney Duncan C. 
McCrea, after completing his case, 
told the court he understood Dean 


“wants to tel his story.” 
“That’s news to me” shouted De- 
fense Attorney Bernard W. Cruse. 


“I object to McCrea advising my 


client.” 

Judge Ralph W. Liddy then 
asked Dean if he desired to testi- 
fy. Dean repiled in the affirma- 
tive. The court then instructed 


Cruse said he wanted to  with- 
draw as Dean’s attorney, as the 
defendant was acting contrary to

Dean said Harvey Davis, a 
“colonel” in the secret organiza- 
tion, told him: “It will be best to 


Dean, his face haggard and his 
eyes averted, told of the meeting 
of The Black Legion members at 
which the “punishment” of Poole 
was decided on. 

On taking the stand Dean was 
silent for a moment, and the Court 
asked him if he wanted McCrea to 
question him. He nodded. 

Dean said under’ questioning: 
“Davis told me Poole had broken 
his wife’s ribs and blacked her 
eyes. He said there would be a 
meeting that night and told me to 
be there. He said he would take 
Poole out.” 

Dean said that prior to the meet- 
ing, he went to Davis’ home, where 
he learned that Davis had arranged 
for Poole to attend a “sandlot base- 
ball club” meeting that night. 

Shortly afterward, he_ testified. 
Ervin D. Lee drove him and Davis 
to the meeting. En route to the 
hall, he said, Davis remarked that 
Poole would be hanged. Lee re- 
plied, he said: “Yes, either that or 
shoot him.” 

“Why, did you want to shoot or 
hang him?” asked McCrea. “Why, 
for what he did to his wife.” 

Dean declared -there was no 
other reason, but McCrea has 
charged Poole was killed because 
“he knew too much.” 

Speech by “Colonel.” 

Dean related that after reaching 
the meeting hall Davis made a 
speech asserting that Poole had 
beaten his. wife and asking what 
should be done about it. 

“Some said ‘whip him’; some said 
‘hang him’ and some ‘shoot him,’” 
Dean testified. 

‘Then Davis ordered me and Lee 
‘go get Poole, and bring him in,’ 
and asked for volunteers to go with 
us.” 

“You say Davis ‘ordered’ you; why 
did you take orders from Davis?” 
asked McCrea. “He was a ‘colonel.’ ” 

“Did Davis tell you to bring guns 
along?” “No,” Dean answered; “he 
ssumed that I’d bring them.” Dean 
said he had a .38 and a .45 caliber 
revolver with him. 

Courtroom Jammed. 

The courtroom was jammed by 
the time Dean began his narrative 
of the ride to the country road 
where Poole was shot to death the 
night of May 12.

OIL COMPANY BOMBED 
AFTER ROW WITH UNION 


Phil Siteman, President, Says 
Alleged Labor Agents Had 
Threatened Him. 


A dynamite bomb exploded at 
2:20 a. m. today on a rear window 
sill of the Site Oil Corporation 
|Building at 3420 North Kingshigh- 
way. It blew out the steel frame 
of that window, broke a large plate 
glass window in front, and scat- 
tered the stock of automobile ac- 
cessories within the building.

WASHINGTON, June 3. — The 
Senate today gave tentative ap- 
proval to provisions of the tax bill 
which would increase surtaxes on 
all incomes in brackets beyond 
$6000. 

Temporarily, however, the cham- 


ber skipped over the new plan fop 
taxing incorporated industry. 

There was no record Vote on in- 
creases in surtaxes, one of the major 
features of the tax bill. 

The increases in income surtaxeg 
were estimated to produce $50,000, 
000. 


The income surtax changes tenta 
tively accepted by the Chamber 
would not change the rate on the 
$4000 to $6000 taxable bracket. But 
on all brackets between $6000 and 
$50,000, the rates would be _  in- 
creased 1 per cent. A flat $440 rise 
would apply to all brackets over 
$50,000. 

Leaders are pressing for a final 
vote before night. 

The chamber cleared the way for 
the major disputes over the bill by 
adopting, with some modifications, 
an amendment imposing excise and 
processing taxes of 3 to 4% cents 
a pound on imported fish and vege- 
table oils. 

Consideration of the measure had 
been slowed down while Senator 
Copeland (Dem.), New York, fought 
unsuccessfully to exempt inedible 
whale oil from a tax of 3 cents per 
pound. 

The Senate agreed, however, to @ 
proposal of Senator Frazier (Rep.), 
North Dakota, for a 2 cents a pound 
tax on perilla seed, but rejected his 
amendment under which fatty acids 
derived from linseed oil would have 
been taxed. 

Among the changes tentatively 
accepted are: Tightening up existe 
ing law for application of penalty 
taxes against corporations “improp- 
erly” accumulating surpluses and 
eliminating drastic restrictions on 
tax credits which the House bill 
would have placed on holding com- 
pany systems. ‘ 

Moves Postponement. 

At this point a formal proposal 
to postpone the tax bill until next 
session was laid before the Senate 
by Lewis, Illinois, the Democratie 
whip. 

“Congress will assemble (at the 
next session) with instructions from 
the ballot box directly from the 
people,” he said. “Only upon such 
information and direction should 
we assume to create a tax bill upon 
the people.” 

Senator Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
with Senator La Follette (Prog.), 
Wisconsin, co-operating, then ofs- 
fered an amendment to retain the 
present corporation income taxes 
of 12% to 15 per cent and impose 
on undistributed earnings, after 
certain exemptions, surtaxes of 20 
to 30 per cent. The compromise bill 
of the Finance Committee carries 
a 7 per cent levy on undistributed 
incomes. 

Committee amendments to a 
“windfall” tax through which ths 
administration seeks to recover part 
of the invalidated AAA processing 
taxes, were tentatively approved 
yesterday.

He said the special authority 
was asked for the House conferees 
to strengthen their position in re- 
jecting Senate changes to the bill 
and because there were too many 
legislative amendments to allow 
separate votes on all. 

Plans were considered for an 
agreement to act on the deficiency 
rule today and get the bill to con- 
ference. Otherwise it would have 
to lie over until Thursday, extending 
another day the delay in progress 
of this next to the last measure 
blocking adjournment. 

The resolution on recess was the 
usual one to facilitate floor proce- 
dure while the session’s final bills 
are in the conference stage. These 
embraced the deficiency and tax 
bills, the latter still before the Sen- 
ate, and a few of the appropria- 
tion bills. 

Buchanan told the Rules Commit- 


tee that $57,000,000 of reclamation 


projects put in the relief bill by the 
Senate now were in both the defi- 
ciency and interior bills.

WAGE-HOUR BILL APPROVED 
BY HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Measure Passed by Senate Last 
Session, Had Been Held Up as

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The re- 
vised Walsh-Healey bill, which 
would require those who sell to the 
Government to comply with the 
8-hour day and 40-hour week, was 
approved today by a vote of 13 to 5 
by the House Judiciary Committee.

The bill was backed by organized 
labor but delayed since the Senate 
passed it at the last session by 
arguments that it sought to revive 
NRA by roundabout means.

quarter on the implications of the 
unanimous decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Schechter NRA case 
in which he said the court’s view 
of the commerce clause of the Con- 
stitution, on which the Government 
based its arguments, relegated the 
country to the “horse and buggy” 
days before the Constitution was 
adopted. The Schechter decision, 
he said, was the most far-reaching 
since the Dred Scott’ decision 
and the court’s interpretation of the 
commerce clause forced the coun- 
try into a position where it would 
have to decide whether there 
should be a national government 
or a government of the 48 states. 
He introduced a rather vague time 
element here, saying the country 
had to decide the question and per- 
haps in five or 10 years. The deci- 
sion, he continued, jeopardized the 
Truth in Securities Act of 1933, the 
Securities Exchange Act of 1934 
and the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act. 
Issue Made Clearer. 

In the course of the “horse and 
buggy” interview the President said 
that the Schechter decision, in one 
way of looking at it, was one of the 
best things had happened to the 
country in a long time, because it 
clarified the situation and made it 
possible for the country to see that 
it was facing a great national, non- 
partisan issue; and this issue was 
whether all practical control of the 
economic and social conditions had 
to be left to the states, regardless 
of the national character of these 
conditions and the ability of the 
states separately to deal with them. 

Since the Schechter decision, and 
the President’s statement about the 
“sreat issue” the Supreme Court 
has rejected the AAA and ordered 
return of $200,000,000 impounded 
AAA processing taxes, and invali- 
dated the Municipal Bankruptcy 
Act and the Guffey Coal Control 
Act. 

Since the “horse and buggy” in- 
terview the situation has been 
definitely clarified. The court has 
held that the “general welfare” 
clause does not empower Congress 
to regulate relations between capi- 
tal and labor and the majority opin- 
ion Monday held that states seeking 
to exercise that regulatory power 
could not encroach on the “due 
process” guarantees of the Four- 
teenth Amendment any more than 
the Federal Government could dis- 
regard the same guarantees of the 
Fifth Amendment. 

The President, however, declined 
to say yesterday what he was go- 
ing to do in the situation created 
by the entire series of anti-New 
Deaal decisions of the court. Until 
he does the policy of his second ad- 
ministration, assuming his re-elec- 
tion, must remain in doubt.

R. E. Marburger Says Sub- 
scribers Were Interviewed 
to Create Good Will 


Toward Company. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 3. — The 
Communications Commission was 
told today that Ohio Bell Telephone 
representatives interviewed sub- 
scribers to create good will toward 
the company and that those “who 
talked the loudest” about company 
matters were attended to first.” 

Continuing hearings in its in- 
vestigation of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. and its af- 
filiates, the commission heard tes- 
timony from R. E. Marburger of 
Cleveland, vice-president of Ohio 
Bell in charge of public relations 
activities. 

Samuel Becker, special commis- 
sion counsel, brought out that Ohio 
Bell had been engaged in a rate 
case since 1924 which now is pend- 
ing before the State Supreme 
Court. i 

He questioned Marburger to find 
out whether publicity campaigns 
had been undertaken in connec- 
tion with the rate litigation. Mar- 
burger insisted publicity activities 
had “no connection with the rate 
case.” 

Becker then introduced a pamph- 
let prepared in Marburger’s office 
entitled “Public Relations Lessons 
from the Depression,” with the sub- 
title, “Analysis of Public Reaction 


‘under Strained Economic Condi- 


tions.” 

The pamphlet set out that numer- 
ous subscribers had been inter- 
viewed to acquaint them with the 
company’s viewpoint toward rates. 
It added: “Naturally, only those 
people were reached who were out- 
spoken in their criticism and whose 
opinions reached the ears of our 
people.” 

“Does that mean you only talked 
to those who criticised the rates?” 
Becker demanded. “That simply 
means,” Marburger’ responded, 
“that those people were attended to 
first who talked the loudest.” 

Marburger replied briefly and 
quickly to Becker’s numerous ques- 
tions. 

The witness testified he received 
an annual salary of $14,500 and 
formerly worked in the company’s 
legal department at a salary of 
“about $8000.” , 

Becker asked how Marburger felt 
about activities of the Ohio Scripps- 
Howard newspapers in connection 
with the rate litigation. 

“You didn’t like the motives of 
the Scripps-Howard papers?” he 
questioned. “I don’t like their atti- 
tude even yet,” the witness replied, 
saying he sometimes thought “their 
motives are improper.” 

“Do you say their motives are 
improper because they opposed the 
company?” Becker demanded. 
“They did not use the facts,” Mar- 
burger said. 

“You seemed to be satisfied with 
the attitude of the majority of 
newspapers of your state?” ‘Yes, 
they refrained from attacking us.” 

“Did it satisfy you they were 
friendly when they refrained from 
attacking you?” “Yes. If they re- 
frained from attacking us we were 
satisfied.” 


LONG-TERM HOUSING PROGRAM

Wagner Bill Would Create Authority 
With Power to Borrow 
Up to $150,000,000. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 3. — The 
Wagner Bill to authorize a long- 


conjunction with local authorities 
was reported favorably to the Sen- 
ate today by its labor committee. 

The bill would create a housing 
authority, authorize an initial ap- 
propriation of $10,000,000 and em- 
power the authority to borrow up 
to $150,000,000 for each of the next 
three fiscal years. 

Bonds issued for the borrowed 
funds would be guaranteed by the 
United States and pay interest at 
4 per cent. Five members appointed 
by the President would constitute 
the board. 

It would have power to make 
grants and loans to local housing 
agencies, with grants limited to 45 
per cent of the cost of the project. 
As originally introduced by Senator 
Wagner (Dem.) New York, the bill 
called for appropriation of $51,000,- 
000 in 1937, $75,000,000 in 1938 and 
$100,000,000 for each of the next two 
years. 

It called for a bond issue of only 
$100,000,000 for the next fiscal year.

“Just think of it, American army 
officers.” 

He also quoted “Capt. Doe” as 
saying he expected the volunteer 
Klan cavalry to do riot duty in the 
spring or winter of 1933, and that 
he wrote a letter to the Silver 
Shirt organization in Oklahoma 
saying he expected the.

CLEVELAND, June 3.—The Re- 
publican National Committee will 
invite Herbert Hoover to address 
the party convention here next 
week. 

The Committee on Arrangements 
decided yesterday that Chairman 
Henry P. Fletcher should extend 
the invitation. He said ne wouid 
do so and would telephone the for- 
mer Frecsident to learn what day 
Mr. Hoover would attend. Fletcher 
said that in his previous telegram 
Mr. Hoover had simply said that he 
would try to be in Cleveland on the 
second day of the convention—next 
Wednesday. 

At the same time, Fletcher can- 
celed plans for using the Cleveland 


Stadium for a notification cere-/| 


mony immediately after the conven- 
tion. He indicated that the candi- 
dates for the nomination had ex- 
pressed a desire to hold the tradi- 
tional notification ceremoniets sev- 
eral weeks after the convention. 

The notification ceremony usual- 
ly is held a month or six weeks 
after the nomination. Ordinarily, 
it is made an elaborate affair. In 
1932, however, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt broke away from the tradi- 
tional notification ceremony and 
flew to Chicago to accept his nom- 
ination before the convention which 
had chosen him. 

Fifty-seven contested convention 
seats, many of which have been in 
dispute for years, called the Na- 
tional Committee together today to 
listen to a round robin of griev- 
ances. 

Six complete delegations are in 
dispute. They are those from Flor- 
ida, Louisiana, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, the District of Columbia 
and Alaska. In addition, two seats 
were being fought over in Georgia, 
one in Illinois, two in Oklahoma, 
one in Tennessee. 

In the South Carolina contest, 
there was a repetition of the same 
claims that were heard four years 
ago at Chicago. J. W. Tolbert, for 
many years the Republican leader 
of South Carolina, was on hand, 
minus a tie, as usual, to argue that 
the delegation headed by Dallas A. 
Gardner and J. C,. Hambright did 
not include any Negroes and was 
not representative of South Caro- 
lina Republicans. The Hambright- 
Gardner faction was seated at Chi- 
cago in 1932. 

“Gardner ought to stay out of it,” 
said Tolbert. “A Democratic voter 
in South Carolina has no right to 
go to the Republican convention 
at all.”

Tried to Avoid Trouble, He 
Says, but Was Attacked 
in Bathroom and Forced 
to Fight.

JOLIET, Ill, June 3.—James 


Day, 21 years old, Stateville peni- 
tentiary convict on trial for the 
murder of Richard Loeb, testified 
today of how he slashed Loeb to 
death last Jan. 28 in a Stateville 
penitentiary shower room. 

Loeb, wealthy young Chicagoan, 
had served 11 years of a life sen- 
tence for the murder in 1924 of 
“Bobby” Franks. Nathan Leopold 
Jr., also the son of a socially prom- 
inent Chicago family, was Loeb’s 
partner in the crime. 

Day, serving a one to 10-year sen- 


tence for larceny from Chicago, be- 
gan his story with his first meet- 
ing with Loeb in September, 1934, 
in the prison two miles east of here. 
He said Loeb had the “run” of the 
prison and was able to wander 
throughout the institution unmo- 
lested by guards. 

Asked Loeb About English Course. 

Under questioning by his attor- 
neys, Day testified he sought out 
Loeb to inquire about an English 
course in the prison correspond- 
ence school which Loeb headed. 

“T talked to Loeb for about 30 
minutes that day and at the con- 
clusion of our conversation he told 
me courses in his school cost 
money, but that it would cost me 
nothing.” 

Several days later, Day said, Loeb 
had him transferred from B to C 
cellhouse, where Loeb’s cell was 
located. “He offered to get me a 
job the day I was transferred and 
said there would be no obligations. 
I told him there was no way I could 
repay his favor, that I came of poor 
parents and had no money.” 

He said Loeb got him a job in 
the business office the same day. 
Four months later, Day said, he 
encountered Loeb in the prison li- 
brary and that Loeb made an im- 
proper proposal. “I gave him a 
push,” the defendant said, “and 


walked out of the library.” 
Children | 


Trouble Previous to Killing. 
Day said Loeb’s demands nearly 
developed into a fight three days 
before the fatal bathroom duel, 
when Loeb took off his coat and 
challenged Day to a fight in the 
office of the prison’ chaplain. 
George Bliss, cellmate of Day, in- 
terceded. 

On the morning of Jan. 28, Day 
said, he went to Loeb’s cell and 
asked if. he could see Loeb later 
that day. Loeb agreed, the defend- 
ant related, and a rendezvous was 
arranged for noon time. 
then the story he told following the 
slaying, Day said he arrived at 
Loeb’s “private” bathroom five min- 
utes before the latter appeared. 

“IT told him I wanted to get our 
trouble straightened out,” Day said. 
“Loeb said ‘Well, speak your piece. 
It won't make any difference as far 
as my attitude toward you is con- 
cerned.’ 

“T told him,” Day went on, “that 
I was trying to get a parole and 
that I didn’t want any trouble with 
him, or any fight.” 

Loeb produced a white-handled 
straight-edged razor, Day went on, 
and the fight and killing followed. 

The defense rested early this aft- 
ernoon.

Vote of Night Workers.

Conferences during the last month 
with Thomas E. Francis, counsel 
for Trustee Kiel, preceded formu- 
lation of the proposition, or de- 
mand. At first the union sought an 
average increase for its members 
of 15 per cent, or 10 cents an hour.

All members of the union, which 
comprises shop men, laborers: and 
others, as well as the transporta- 
tion unit, would benefit from the 
proposed increases. The 2200 street 
car motormen and conductors and 
bus operators would receive in- 
creases of 4 cents an hour, the pres- 
ent rate, for men of three years’ 
experience, being 65 cents an hour 
on two-man cars and 72 cents an 
hour for one-man operation.

DO DAMAGE IN COUNTY 


Trees Blown Down and Lawns

TOWNSEND HOW 
CHASING RANBOM, 
MTGROARTY SAYS 


Congressman Thinks Poli- 
ticians Have Misled Doc- 
tor Into Believing He Is 
Presidential Entry. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—An as- 
sertion that Dr. F. E. Townsend 
“has recently been receiving bad 
advice which led him away from 
the real purpose of his movement 
and set him to chasing rainbows” 
was made today by Representative 
McGroarty (Dem.), California. 

One-time leader of the House bloc 
supporting Townsend’s plan for 
$200-a-month pensions to all past 
60, McGroarty had his comment 
printed in the Congressional Rec- 
ord. 

“The self-seeking politicians who 
have gotten Dr. Townsend’s ear in 
the last few months and who have 
supplanted the saner and sounder 
advice of Clements (R. E. Clements, 
co-founder and former national sec- 
retary), have conceived the idea of 
enlisting the Townsendites in a 
third party move,” he said, 
Asserting Dr. Townsend left 
Washington for California three 
weeks after Congress convened, Mc- 
Groarty added: 

“I wonder if Dr. Townsend’s re- 
fusal to come to Washington and 
work with the Congress here for 
passage of the McGroarty bill could | 
possibly mean that for one reason | 
or another it was not his sincere | 
desire that the McGroarty bill: be 
enacted into law at this. session 
of Congress?” 

For Continuing Clubs. 

He said that, regardless of the 
findings of the House committee 
which virtually has completed an 
inquiry into the Townsend move- 
ment, he believed existing Town- 
send clubs should remain intact 
and work for election of Congress- 
men favorable to his bill to put the 
Townsend plan into effect. 

McGroarty said, Dr} Townsend 
was about to announce his formal 
candidacy for President at the time 
McGroarty split with the organiza- 
tion’s leadership. 

Charging “only personal jealousy 
and not the good of the Townsend 
movement” could have prompted 
Townsend’s opposition to the Mc- 
Groarty national convention slate 
of delegates in the recent Demo- 
cratic primary in California, Mc- 
Groarty added: 

He Understands Later. 

“Dr. Townsend’s frantic opposi- 
tion to my well-meant intentions 
came without so much as a note 
of inquiry, much less a conference 
with him as to my purposes. I 
could not understand his attitude 
at the time, but I have _ since 
learned that my announcement. 
came only a few days prior to a 
long-planned announcement by him 
declaring himself for the presi- 
dency of the United States. 

“When I learned these facts, I 
well understood that Townsend’s 
opposition was caused by the jeal- 
ousy that is born of thwarted de- 
sire. Unlike Dr. Townsend, I have 
no political ambitions and never 
did have, and I have never desert- 
ed the Townsend movement, but 
he did when he went over to the 
Downey plan.” 

He listed as the “true reasons” 
for his break with Townsend, the 
following: 

“Townsend’s insistent demand for 
the formation of a third party, 
Townsend’s lack of sufficient in- 
terest in the success of our efforts 
to push the McGroarty bill for- 
ward in this session of Congress, 
as shown by his refusal to remain 
in Washington during this session, 
and Townsend’s abandonment of 
the real Townsend plan and sub- 
stituting therefor the Downey 
plan.” 

Of Townsend’s split with Clem- 
ents, McGroarty said: “Townsend 
should be so ashamed of himself 
and should bet on his knees and 
beg forgiveness, because Clements 
made Townsend what he is today.”

PHILADELPHIA, June 3.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, reversing a District Court 
ruling, held yesterday tRat war vet- 
erans were not entitled to prefer- 


ence in employment on the Federal 
business census project. 

Judge Joseph Buffington, senior 
member of the court, said: 

“Were this court to hold that 
the soldiers’ preference applies to 
the Business Census Act of 1935, 
it would fly directly in the face of 
what the Congress meant and stat- 
ed when that act was passed. 

“It is for Congress to legislate 
in that regard, and not for courts 
to nullify what Congress plainly 
stated and enacted.” 

The court noted that “it is clear 


i1that when the act of 1935 was on 


passage, it was thought by the Met- 
calf amendment to give soldiers the 
preference in employment, and in 
opposition thereto, it was stated 
that ‘we would destroy the purpose 
of this joint resolution if we should 
agree to the amendment.’ 

“Following this,” the court said, 
“the Metcalf amendment was de- 
feated.”

ON NEW SOURCES OF TAX 


Items Previously Neglected Have 
Been Placed on Rolls, Says 
Ralph W. Coale. 


Owners of downtown property in 
the blighted areas and small home 
owners profited most from reassess- 
ments under what was termed a 
“modernized method” used during 


Ralph W. Coale said in a report 
made yesterday to Mayor Dick- 
mann. Reports on offices during 
Democratic tenure are being ob- 
tained by the Mayor. 


The total St. Louis real estate 
assessmerit for 1936 taxes is $896,- 
130,630, Coale said, representing a 
reduction of $21,132,930 from the 
assessment for 1935 taxes. The high- 
est real estate assessment, for 1930 
taxes, was $1,113,402,520. 


However, the Assessor said, 
numerous sources: of tax income, 
hitherto neglected, have been placed 
on the tax rolls. The number of 
automobiles on which personal 
property taxes are assessed _in- 
creased from 82,912 in 1934 to 106.,- 
993 in 1936, the increase in valua- 
tion being $4,000,000, thus raising 
revenue from this source by about 
$100,000. Corporation assessments 
were increased $1,984,820 this year, 
a large part of which was cash on 
hand, previously “greatly over- 
looked,”, Coale said. 

Attention to taxable property ‘n 
estate in Probate Court resulted in 
increasing assessment of property 


there from $10,873,922 for 1933 
taxes to $16.602,330, an increase of 
$161,939 in city revenue, Coale said. 
An increase of $1,870,150 in assess- 
ment of trust estates as compared 
to assessment for 1933 taxes also 
was reported. For 1933 only 173 
trust estates were assessed while 
for 1936 the number was 490.

HULLVERSON LAW OFFICE 
PAYS $5500 COSTS IN BAR SUIT 


Check Received by Clerk of Su- 


preme Court, Which Suspended 
Three Attorneys. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 3.—A 
cashier's check for $5500 was re- 
ceived by the clerk of the Supreme 
Court yesterday from the law 
office of Everett Hullverson of St. 
Louis in payment of costs assessed 
against him and two associates in 
the disciplinary action in which the 
Court suspended them for one year. 

Of that amount, $1500 went to 
pay the fee of Special Commis- 
sioner John 8S. Farrington of Spring- 
field, who heard the testimony in 
St. Louis last autumn, and $4000 
was placed in the State bar fund 
for administration of the Supreme 
Court’s rules governing the legal 
profession in Missouri. Each prac- 
ticing lawyer in the State is re- 
quired to pay into the fund an 
annual enrollment fee of $3. Han- 
dicapped by insufficient funds, the 
State Bar Committee and various 
local disciplinary committees re- 
cently have adopted the practice of 
seeking to have costs of disciplin- 
ary actions assessed against the 
guilty attorneys. 

Hullverson, Eugene J. Schmick 
and Robert L. Pribble, specialists 
in silicosis damage suits, were 
found guilty of unprofessional con- 
duct in soliciting claims and suits 
and advancing money to their 
clients. The amount of the costs 
was fixed by stipulation. 


JEFFERSON DAVIS MONUMENT 
AT SCENE OF HIS ARREST 


Memorial Unveiled at  Irwinville, 
Ga., to President of the 
Confederacy. 

By the Associated Press. 

IRWINVILLE, Ga., June 3.— 
Georgians unveiled a monument 
today to Jefferson Davis, Presi- 


dent of the Confederacy, at the 
spot where he was arrested on May 
10, 1865, by Union soldiers. Gov. 
Eugene Talmadge was the speak- 
er. 
Today was Davis’ birthday and 
Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Louisi- 
ana, Georgia, Mississippi, South 
Caroline, Texas and Virginia ob- 
served it as a holiday. 

The thicket of pines in which De2- 
vis was captured has become a 
State park. Historians differ as to 
‘how the capture came about. Some 
isay Davis, forced to flee toward 
the Mississippi River, was attempt- 
ling to avoid arrest when the Fed- 
eral men overtook him near here. 
Others say he was seeking to pro- 
tect Mrs. Davis and four of her 
children who had started to the 
Mississippi by wagon train. Davis, 
these accounts say, had heard ru- 
mors that Mrs. Davis was to be 
arrested. 

A controversy resulted from cir- 
culation in the North of drawings 
showing Davis attired in a hoop 
skirt and sun bonnet. Southerners 
denounced the drawings and pro- 
duced accounts of various witnesses 
to prove that Davis wore men’s 
clothing at the time. 


WEDDING GOWN COLLECTION 
AT FAMOUS-BARR TOMORROW 


Reproduction Showing Style 

Changes Since 1736 to Be Dis- 

played at 2:30 O’clock. — 

A fashion show of bridal gowns 
of two centuries, depicting the 
trend in bridal attire from early 
colonial days to the present will 
be held at Famous-Barr tomorrow 
afternoon at 2:30. Every period 
in the changing styles is represent- 
ed from the high-waisted gown of 
heavy flowered silk worn by Mrs. 
John Sparhawk who was married 
at Salem, Mass., in 1736, to the 
wedding gown of the bride of to- 
day. 

The trend in materials from the 
heavy brocades and taffetas that 
were more like upholstery mate- 
rials, through the fine muslin of 
Civil War days, costing $7 a yard 
and requiring 30,.yards for one cos- 
tume, is also shown.

They're going to stick the king of

States open golf championship. 

Parks is not the gambling-type 
of player, nor is he the betting 
fraternity’s choice. It was the same 
at his native Oakmont course 4 
year ago when he confounded the 
old guardsmen of the pro ranks by 
shooting -299 to capture the open 
title—a 100 to 1 shot come through. 

They called him the fluke cham- 
pion, and to this very day point to 
his unimpressive record through the 
winter and spring tournament cir- 
cuit, but while they still hesitate to 
accept him as one of their own 
from a shotmaking standpoint, vir- 
tually every one of the 169 ama- 
teurs and pros in pursuit of nis 
title are for Parks the man. 

Armour Praises Parks. 

Some of them go even further 
than that. Tommy Armour, one of 
the craftiest of the oldsters, not 
only has been captivated by Parks’ 
bland smile and warm personality, 
but he’s gone for Parks the player 
and thinks highly of the youthful 
Pittsburgh pro’s chances in the 
championship. 

“I was sitting with Emil Loeffler, 
the Oakmont pro, last June when 
we learned Sam had shot the first 
nine of the third round in 36,” 
Armour related. “Loeffler told me 
Sam would win the tournament. 


He's a fine boy and a fine pros-| 


pect. He may not repeat here, but 
you can paste it in your hat he'll 
win the open again.” 

Parks was disinclined to discuss 
his own chances. He's quite con- 
tent again to be rated a 100 to 1 
shot. He figures that will put the 
pressure on the highly regarded 
choices, Henry Picard and Horton 
Smith. 

It’s an annual ‘custom to feel 
sorry for the defender in an open 
championship. Parks doesn’t shure 
this grief, nor does he regard this 
as his party. As a matter of fact, 
he feels more fortified and better 
equipped than he did a year ago. 

Playing Much Better. 

Since his Oakmont § triumph, 
Parks has firmed his wrists and is 
hitting the ball more solidly. This 
has resulted in crisp iron shots. 

“Perhaps this change won't he 
apparent in my play in the cham- 
pionship, but I know I’m playing 
much better,” said Sam. “It takes 
a certain amount of luck to win this 
title, and all I’m asking for is a 
fair share of the breaks. 

“My mental attitude is set. If I 
do not do well it will be because 
some part of my mechanism has 
failed. I’ve learned a lot since last 
year. I know how to figure the air 
currents and I've developed an abil- 
ity to fade my shots when it is 
necessary. I was a decided hooker.” 

_ Record May Be Broken. 

The general impression here is 
that the record of 286 created by 
Charles (Chick) Evans Jr. in 1916 
and equaled by Gene Sarazen four 
years ago may be broken.

Dizzy, with nine victories, has two 
more than his banner year of 1934 
when he totaled 30, and also owns 
three more decisions than he did 
at this stage of the race last year, 
when he finished the season with 
28 victories.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Another 
huge forward stride in athletics 
will be made by Japan in the Olym- 


pic games at Berlin next August. 
In 1932, Nippon had a team of 130 
scattered through the Olympic 
sports at Los Angeles. This year its 
team will number 327. 

With that large squad, Japan 
proposes to demonstrate the good 
will behind its bid for the 1940 
Olympics, which it hopes to hold 
at Tokio in conjunction with the 
2600th anniversary celebration of 
the founding of the Japanese Em- 
pire. 

Of gregter importance than the 
numerical strength of the squad is 
the probability that Japan’s scoring 
power will increase in proportion. 

Four years ago they created an 
international sensation when Shu- 
hei Nishida pole-vaulted 14 feet and 
forced an American to the limit in 
a battle for the championship. This 
year they are prepared to extend 
their sensations to the high jump 
and the marathon, at least. 

Two Fine High Jumpers. 

Japan has two high jumpers, 
Tanaka and Asakuma, who have 
inches. Pitted 


against them the United States 


doubtless will have three men who. 


have exceeded that height, but not 
even the best jumper can be sure 
of doing more than 6 feet 7 inches 
every time out. Tanaka and Asa- 
kuma consequently are capable of 
stunning upsets. 

In the marathon, a race of 26 
miles 385 yards, Japan is not ex- 
actly a neophyte. Its representa- 
tives are to be. feared in this event 
more than in any other. Three Jap- 
anese placed among the first nine 
to finish the marathon at Los An- 
geles. Last year, Son, Ikenaka and 
Kusonoki, racing in the Orient, 
turned in better time for the dis- 
tance than has ever been recorded 
in any other country. Son was 
clocked in 2:26:41, with Ikenaka 
two seconds and Kusonoki only 10 
seconds in his wake. 

Time happens to be no sound in- 
dication of a marathoner’s worth 
unless it is compared with time 
achieved on the identical course. 
Even then the conditions of mara- 
thon races seldom duplicate them- 
selves. Very likely the course in 
Japan was a flat one. In other 
countries they are more to the hilly 
side. 

Nevertheless these three  per- 
formances are excellent and in the 
light of what Japan did in 1932 
much may be expected of it this 
time. 

Are Threats in Sprints. 

In events like the sprints and 
jumps, where the springy quality 
of Japanese muscles are an advan- 
tage, the Orientals carry a constant 
threat. Takayoshi Yoshioka put 
them in the points of the 100-me- 
ter dash for the first time in 1932, 
placing sixth behind Eddie Tolan’s 
world’s record finish in 10.3 sec- 
onds. 

The same Yoshioka is still in 
competition, and sprinting better 
than ever. He equaled the world’s 
record for 100 meters last year, and 
it is axiomatic that if he can do 
it again in the Olympic games not 
even Jesse Owens or Ralph Met- 
calfe can be sure of beating him. 

Nishida, the pole-vaulter, like- 
wise is still in competition and last 
year he exceeded his Olympic 
games performance by a third 
an inch. Ohye, his closest native 
rival, cleared 13 feet 11% inches. 
Japan therefore has two vaulters 
who are approximately on a _ par 
with America’s best. 

Capable of Surprises. 

It was in the hop, step and jump 
that the Nipponese were at their 
best four years ago. Chuhei Nambu 
won, with Menkichi Ohshima a 
fairly close third. This again prom-

Signs of the Times. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the past few days, there have been 

several significant signs of the times 
which might well bear a quick collective 
review. On the Southern agricultural 
front, we find that striking share-croppers 
and field workers in Arkansas allege that 
they were met by armed terrorism when 
they struck to increase their wages from 
7% to 15 cents an hour. But we do not 
need to look to Arkansas for signs of 
civilization. Locally, the needy suffer 
while relief rolls are being checked. May- 
or Dickmann instructs the police to pre- 
vent any demonstration by evicted fam- 
jiies on the City Hall lawn as “unwar- 
ranted.” A Benton (Ill.) school drops 
several courses and half a dozen teachers 
as an economy measure. A WPA survey 
in New York City finds 250,000 unable 
to read and write. ’ 

On the eve of the Arkansas strike, a 
Washington newspaper revealed that a 
suppressed Government report which 
was withheld even from Congressmen 
showed that 1,000,000 share-croppers and 
tenants had been dispossessed by the 
AAA cotton program. In New York City, 
police prevented seamen from picketing 
Mayor La Guardia’s home in protest 
against the use of police in the seamen’s 
strike by threatening them with arrest 
under the anti-noise ordinance. Here in 
St. Louis, two Negroes were forcibly re- 
moved from the relief office for making 
speeches and, in the ensuing fight, 16 
were injured. In Michigan, three mur- 
ders and two bombings are thus far at- 
tributed to the terroristic Black Legion, 
“a secret society dedicated to the most 
lofty principles and the highest 
form of American progress.” 

The Socialist party finds itself divided 
into three factions, one of which has ap- 
parently broken away completely, in 
spite of the fact that Norman Thomas 
did a fine job of compromising his ideas 
to straddle the fence and refuse united 
front action with the, Communist party 
for purely personal motives. 

Question: Where do we go from here?

When the President spoke, the Supreme Court had 
already invalidated by far the greater part of the 
New Deal program, including the heart of it—the 
regulation of wages and hours in industry by the 
Federal Government. 

A month after the Baltimore speech, with its vague 
promises of action on behalf of the youth of the 
country, the Supreme Court reiterated—in the Guffey 
Coal Act decision—its conclusion that the social ob- 
jectives of the NRA could not be attained under the 
Constitution as it now stands. 

Chief Justice Hughes made plain the attitude of 
the court in a single pregnant sentence: 

If the people desire to give Congress the power 
to regulate industries within the state, and the 
relations of employers and employes in those in- 
dustries, they are at liberty to declare their will 
in the appropriate manner, but it is not for the 
court to amend the Constitution by judicial. de- 
cision. | 
Language could not be clearer. 

The ends sought to be achieved by the New Deal 
through the NRA, the AAA and other devices which 
have gone counter to the supreme law—the Consti- 
tution—can only be achieved by amendment of that 
law. Whether or not those ends are desirable is not 
the point. Worthiness of objective is not the test 
of constitutionality, nor can it ever be. The method 
chosen must be in conformity with the rules laid 
down in the written Constitution, else we should 
have utter confusion and the ultimate breakdown of 
the wise precautions against dictatorial power. 

* . . 

There is room at times, as the record of the Su- 
preme Court shows, for difference of opinion ag to 
what the Constitution permits, but in certain vital 
particulars there can be no doubt about its mean- 
ing. The bench of nine Justices spoke as‘a unit 
against the NRA. Notwithstanding the division in 
the court on other cases, the NRA vote was a com- 
plete demonstration that the New Deal cannot de- 
pend upon judicial interpretation, either by the pres- 
ent Supreme Court or by any Supreme Court of the 
predictable future, for approval of the central feature 
of the New Deal philosophy. 

The salient ends of the New Deal cannot be reached 
through judicial interpretation of the Constitution. 

They cannot be reached through a packing of the 
court. 

Short of a revolutionary overturn, they can only 
be reached through amendment of the Constitution in 
the manner that it provides. 

These things being true, such speeches as those 
by the President at Baltimore on April 13 and at 


New York on April 25 open him to the charge of | 


legerdemain, the New Deal would find a way to 
bring about a new and happier order of things under 
the auspices of a benevolent Federal Government, 
and, in lieu of this delusive and misty generalizing, 
to accept the realities and tell the people that only 
through amendment of the Constitution could the 
goal be reached.

Quoting again from the Baltimore speech: “You 
have a right to expect that those in authority will do 
everything within their power to help restore con- 
ditions that make employment and opportunity pos- 
sibie.”’ 

Question: In view of the Supreme Court’s NRA 
and other decisions, what does Mr. Roosevelt think 
those in authority can do to achieve these ends?

Witness not only the Baltimore speech, but that 
at New York a short time later. Witness Mr. Roose- 
velt’s letter, after the NRA decision, asking Congress 
to pass the Guffey bill (which sought to create a lit- 
tle NRA for the coal industry), despite doubts, “how- 
ever reasonable,” as to its constitutionality. 

Witness the frequent references by administration 
spokesmen to “the opinions” (plural) of the Supreme 
Court in the AAA and Guffey cases, in disregard of

the depression and drouths that plagued 

the country after 1929 may never be ac- 
curately measured. But a part of the story 
of the period can be pieced together from 
solid rows of figures recently issued by the 
Census Bureau in comparing population 
estimates of July 1, 1935, with the census of 
1930. . 

The figures tell a story of & population 
on the march. Factories had closed down 
and millions of acres of once fertile soil re- 
fused to produce from lack of moisture. 
From cities, villages and isolated farming 
areas went millions seeking a new way to 
keep body and soul together. 

Drouth, depression and the automobile 
united to create one of the greatest popula- 
tion movements in centuries. 

Characteristic of the period was a move- 
ment from cities to farms. The number of 
farms in this country increased during the 
last five years by more than 500,000. 

The natural increase in the population de- 
clined precipitately, there being not quite 4 
per cent more people in the country last 
year (estimated at 127,521,000) than five 
years before. 

Such was the devastating effect of drouth 
in some farming sections of the West that 
census officials seem agreed that the move- 
ment westward is.a thing of the past. Cou- 
pled with a migration from the West was 
a marked movement of the population from 
the manufacturing, East to the South, which 
gained more people than any other section 


during the five years. 
~ « * 


There appear a number of reasons for 
this. Climate and way of life are held re- 
sponsible for a birth rate in the South un- 
usually high in comparison with other sec- 
tions. There also cheap land could be had. 
The larger factor, however, was the return 
southward of millions who, prior to the de- 
pression, had gone in search of prosperity 
to the manufacturing areas of the North. 

In the decade preceding the depression, 
Government estimates are that 19,000,000 
people left farms for the cities and 13,000,- 
000 moved in the opposite direction, leaving 
a net cityward migration of 6,000,000. No 
less than 60 per cent of this migration was 
from the South, and Negroes made up a 
third of this flight from Southern farms. 

Then came the depression, with manufac- 
turing enterprises folding up under the force 
of the economic impact. Millions turned 
to the only salvation they could count upon 
—to the fields whence they had come and 
to friends and relatives who could be relied 
upon, for food and shelter. 

Many tried to buck the pressing circum- 
stances in which they were suddenly thrust. 
They took to the bread lines until local 
and Federal authorities, alarmed at mount- 
ing relief costs, compelled thousands to re- 
turn to their native haunts and willingly 
paid the cost of transportation. 

All this is told by the Census Bureau in 
a single set of figures. The population wf 
South Carolina increased by nearly 16 per 
cent from 1930 to 1935. It had increased only 
3.3 per cent in the pre-depression decade. 
Georgia's increase was 15 per cent, as 
against a pre-depression gain of less than 1 
per cent. The population of Tennessee in- 


T tne social and economic consequences of 


creased in five years almost exactly as much 
as it had in the preceding 10, while Arkan- 
sas, Virginia and Kentucky showed greater 
increases in five years than in the preceding 
10. 

Striking exceptions were North Carolina 
and Mississippi. In the first, population 
gained only about 8 per cent, while in the 
latter it actually declined. Impoverishment 
of soil through centuries of tobacco plant- 
ing and chronic erosion of lands over large 
sections are suggested as a possible cause 
of the relatively low rate in North Caro- 
lina. In the preceding decade, the increase 
was 24 per cent over 1910-20. 

Mississippi’s estimated decline of about 2 
per cent provides the greatest puzzle. For 
the present, students of the problem can 
only suggest that large numbers of tenants 
and share-croppers migrated to surrounding 
states in search of work after becoming un- 
employed as an incident to drastically re- 
duced cotton production. 

~ s * 

A striking example of the far-reaching ef- 
fects on population movements caused by 
depression is given in the case of California. 
The population of that State had increased 
swiftly—67.5 per cent—during the pre-de- 
pression decade. In the five years 1930-35, 
it declined by .7 per cent. Behind those fig- 
ures lies a story of fortunes lost by retired 
farmers of Iowa and Kansas who had gone 
west to spend their declining years. Kan- 
sas, incidentally, shows the effect of drouth 
on population trends. The number of its 
citizens actually declined by about 2 per cent 
in the five years. 

Not. the least interesting indication of 
heavy population movement in the last five 
years is supplied by the record of New York 
State, whose numbers rose only 2.4 per cent, 
compared with 21.2 per cent in 1920-30; and 
by that of Massachusetts. whose five-year 
increase was just 3 per cent, compared with 
more than 10 per cent in the preceding 
decade. But the populations of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont in the last five 
years showed larger increases than occurred 
in the preceding 10. There is little doubt 
that these startling increases were occa- 
sioned, in part as least, by the return of 
sons who had gone out years before to seek 
their fortunes in the “Hub of the Universe” 
or in the small factories that dot its sur- 
rounding communities. 

Much more important than the movement 
of whole sections of the country’s population 
from one section to another and back again 
are the grave national questions they pro- 
voke. The importance of maintaining pop- 
ulation numbers is self-evident, in the opin- 
ion’ of deep students of the subject. The 
rate of increase in the nation’s population 
has been falling sharply during the last 
decade and is expected to continue down- 
ward.

Criticism of Italy. 

The program condemned Italy's 
conquest of Ethiopia, saying: “‘Ac- 
knowledging penitently that the 
hands of our nation are bloody and 
unclean, and acknowledging too 
our failure along with other people 
of the earth to meet the just need 
for fairer distribution of raw ma- 
terials and foods without which the 
danger of war can scarcely be re- 
moved, we express our condemna- 
tion of the wrong which the coun- 
try of Ethiopia has recently had to 
bear.” 

The assembly by adoption of the 
program, drafted by the standing 
committee on social welfare, also 
condemned the “usurpation of legal 
procedures by secret or authorized 
parties and organizations leading 
to floggings, lynchings and mur- 
der.” 

While not specifically mentioning 

» the Black Legion, the program 
said: “Our church condemns the 
practice of taking human life with- 
out due process of law, and, as an 
encouragement of all efforts to- 
wards stamping out the evil of 
lynching, we urge Christian peo- 
ple to give vigorous support to all 
legislation which will eliminate the 
evil, such as the Costigan-Wagner 
anti-lynching bill.” 

The program put the assembly on 
record as being dissatisfied “with 
any industrial order which does not 
provide security for those’ who will 
work but find no opportunity, and 
with any industrial order which 
proves no security against the in- 
voluntary want of children, widows, 
the aged and the victims of an era 
of machinery.” 

Clergymen’s Protest. 

A protest was filed with the 
General Assembly yesterday, 
against the suspension of the Rev.

le said simply that Mrs. Elsbeth 
H. Vaughan of St. Louis had 


received the Florence Nightingale 
‘award for her services as a nurse 
| during the World War and later 
‘in the Red Cross. They also added 
that she was director of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross nursing service 
‘in the Midwest area. The dispatch 
had about it the invitation of un- 
derstatement. “Florence Nightia- 
gale,’ “the Red Cross,” “the World 
war” were all names that conjured 
up pictures of spectacular heroism 
in the face of danger. 

But a two-hour talk with Mrs. 
Vaughan at her‘executive desk 
brought forcibly to mind that there 
are other kinds of service in the 
Red Cross, less sensational per- 
haps, but just as indispensable. She 
Was not overseas during the, war, 
driving an ambulance or dragging 
the wounded*from the battle fields 
under fire. She was in Washing- 
ton, working with Miss Jane De- 
lano to recruit trained nurses for 
‘the Army and Navy. With few re- 
serves to call on, they succeeded 
in mobilizing a corps of 20,000, the 
largest number of nurses ever as- 
sembled by a single agency. Each 
nurse had to be a graduate of a 
recognized school, single, in good 
health, and up to the rigid stand- 
ards set by the Government. Mrs. 
Vaughan was not new in the field 
of public health. After graduating 
from the Farrand training school 
for nurses at Harper Hospital in 
Detroit, and specializing for six 
years in surgical nursing she had 
been placed in charge of the nurs- 
ing service of the Detroit Depart- 
ment of Public Health. But after 
her marriage to a doctor in 1915 
she quit the profession until he 
signed up with the medical corps 
for war service. 

She was called to Washington by 
the Red Cross in 1917 and remained 
until May, 1919, when she was sent 
overseas as aid to Miss Helen Scott 
Hayes in the post-war health re- 
construction work. It was a try- 
ing task for anyone, and especially 
for one who had just lost her hus- 
band (he had died in service), but 
Mrs. Vaughan can now talk about 
it coolly and evenly. From her 
headquarters in Paris, she went 
again and again into the newly- 
created Czechoslovakia and the lit- 
tle Baltic states of Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania to help the bewil- 
dered people back to a normal phy- 
sical existence. There were funda- 
mental obstacles, such as poverty, 
food shortage, often ignorance, 
born of an unsettled political and 
economic status, to overcome. Mrs. 
Vaughan still recalls with a shud- 
der the lines of emaciated children 
she saw everywhere forming out- 
side soup kitchens for their day’s 
ration. “I just couldn’t help won- 
dering,’ she said, “how much of 
what they received they actually 
got after dividing with other mem- 
bers of the family; and thinking 
how little nutrition there was in 
| that watery soup anyway.”

Vaughan said, the Red Cross al- 
ways worked shoulder to shoulder 
with the struggling new gcvern- 
ments to develop a trained person- 
nel capable of formulating and ex- 
ecuting a program of public health 
rehabilitation. The fervor with 
which the native nurses fell to their 
task Mrs. Vaughan described as 
“verging on fanaticism,” heighten- 
ed by their constant fear of inter- 
ference by hostile foreign powers. 
With the new territorial alignments 
had come questions not only of na- 
tionality but also of language, so 
that training clasSes for nurses had 
to be conducted generally through 
an interpreter. 


For her magnificent accomplish- 
ments in a year overseas, Mrs. 
Vaughan was recently «cited but 
also for her service since her re- 
turn to the United States in 1921. 
She has been in St. Louis now about 
10 years, after an interval with the 
Michigan health department and 
on the central office staff of the 
Red Cross in Chicago. As director 
of nursing in the midwest area, 
which comprises 17 states stretch- 
ing, roughly, from the Missisgippi 
river to the Rocky mountains and 
from the gulf to Canada, she super- 
vises three branches of Red Cross 
activity: 

First, the recruiting of a reserve 
corps of nurses for peace-time ser- 
vice in public health programs and 
in case of national disaster, “for 
as you know,” Mrs. Vaughan ex- 


plained, “the Red Cross is the of- 
ficial disaster relief organization.” 
The Red Cross, nationally, has built 
up a first reserve of 14,000 trained 
workers meeting Government re- 
quirements. They must be single, 
under 40, in good health, and grad- 
uates of accredited nursing schools. 


The second reserve, which Mrs. 
Vaughan pointed out is fed from 
the first, numbers about 18,000 
nurses, who for one reason or an- 
other can no longer qualify for the 
first reserve. This work of recruit- 
ing is a constant one, and with 
other duties keeps Mrs. Vaughan in 
the field about three or four months 
gut of the year. 
« * . 

ER second responsibility is pub- 
Hic health nursing, a field in 

which Mrs. Vaughan feels that 
the greatest forward strides are be- 
ing made, particularly in the rural 
health programs. “At present,” she 
estimated, “there are 20,000 nurses 
in the field. But that is not nearly 
enough. There should be at least 
one Red Cross worker to every 2000 
persons, which means that there is 
a national need for a minimum of 
60,000. Why can’t we get them? 
Because communities have not the 
funds to make the jobs attractive 
to young graduates. Public health 
nursing is only about 50 years old 
in America and the citizens of our 
country have not yet recognized the 
importance and necessity of build- 
ing up an effective health machin-

ery. There is still a very limited 
understanding of the. value of 
health protection in many, many 
communities.” 

Particular attention is now being 
paid to children of pre-school age 
with whom the: development of 
health habits must begin. Nurses 
in rural communities assist, espe- 
cially in immunization projects and 
in Ahe check of communicable dis- 
ease. 

The third phasé of Red Cross 
activity for which Mrs. Vaughan 
is responsible is the educational 
programs in her area. This con- 
sists largely of instruction in home 
and communiy hygiene through 
organized classes. The Red Cross 
has prepared its own textbook, giv- 
ing such information about home, 
nursing as how to bathe a baby— 
“that is probably our favorite lec- 
ture-demonstration,” Mrs. Vaughan 
interpolated—how to make a bed 
with a patient in it, diagnosis of 
simple illnesses, and so forth. 
Classes, some of which are ar- 
ranged for men, are limited to °0 
pupils and 90 per cent of the teach- 
ing is by actual demonstration. 
Last year the Red Cross gave 
52,000 certificates to women who 
completed the course, 18,000 of 
whom were in the 17 states of Mrs. 
Vaughan’s area. 

She believes one reason for in- 
creased interest in hygiene courses 
is the curtailment of family 
budgets so that much nursing 
must be done in the home. “As 
yet little mental health instruction 
is offered in the courses,” she re- 
plied to the question, “but an at- 
tempt is made to tie up with what- 
everm State facilities are available 
along that line.” She has hopes, 
however, that mental health care 
will come soon, now that Federal 
funds have been appropriated for 
community hygiene work, in which 
until a few years ago the Red 
Cross was the only agency. 


UMMARIZING her duties in the 
G oreanization, Mrs. Vaughan said, 

“the greatest importance in the 
public mind attaches to the work 
of the Red Cross in time of public 
disaster, but in the long-time view 
I believe that the pioneering activi- 
ties of the organization in bettering 
health in rural areas have been as 
far-reaching. There are approxi- 
mately 80 disasters a year of mag- 
nitude serépus enough to call for na- 
tional assistance, but the need of 
improved health service in isolated 
regions is a*continuous call for aid. 
We have but done the groundwork.” 

Among the threatened catastro- 
phes with which Mrs. Vaughan has 
had to cope have been the trench- 
mouth epidemic in Colorado last 
year, in which 85 per cent of the 
children in some districts were af- 
fected; a minor scarlet fever epi- 
demic in Missouri; a meningitis 
outbreak in Oklahoma, and typhoid 
in South Dakota. Last year there 
were at one time 35 nurses in the 
Western “dust bowl,” distributing 
100,000 dust masks. 

Mrs. Vaughan is a slender white- 
haired woman, with an infrequent 
smile but kindness in her eyes. Her 
hands seemed to model like a sculp- 
tor’s working with clay as’ she 
talked quietly but precisely of 
things done and still greater ones 
to be accomplished in» the work 
to which she has devoted her 
life. She modestly discounts 
the importance of. the recognition 
she has just received. The Flor- 
ence Nightingale award has been 


given every two years since 1912, 
by the International Committee of 
the Red Cross, for distinguished 
nursing service. A varying num- 
ber may be conferred but only one 
to each country. Nineteen were 
issued last year and in 1935 and 
presented last month, and the only 
other woman on the American con- 
tinent to receive one was Miss Jean 
Isabel Gunn of Ontario, Canada. 
The medal is oval-shaped, of oxi- 
dized silver, and “really very hand- 
some,” Mrs.. Vaughan smiled. 
Around the edge is an inscription 
and in the center is an image of 
Florence Nightingale as “The Lady 
with the Lamp,” making her soli- 
tary rounds through the wards of 
the barrack hospital in Scutari, 
where she was tending the wound- 
ed of the Crimean war. A dupli- 
cate, of the medal in miniature, 
small enough for a lapel, was also 
presented but because Mrs. Vaughan 
sincerely dislikes being singled

Children Need 
To Get Away 


For Summer 


Separation From Family 
Helps to Increase Their 
Independence.

OW that vacation is on the 

way it is time to consider the 

visit to Aunt Hattie or to the 
farm, or camp. A visit helps chil- 
dren in many ways. A separation 
from home and family can be an 
inspiring experience that will carry, 
through many months of the fol- 
lowing year. All we need consider 
is the responsibility of those to 
whom the children go for the visit. 
That is extremely important to our 
purpose and should be guaranteed 
by personal knowledge of the peo- 
ple and the place and the program. 

Children need to get away from 
home. They become.so accustomed 
to the people about them, to the 
privileges they enjoy, to the respon- 
sibilities that are theirs. They lean 
too hard on home and lose any no- 
tion they might have had about 
standing on their own feet and go- 
ing ahead on their own power. A 
period among strangers—and even 
close relatives are strangers to 
family ways—opens the children’s 
minds to experiences they do not 
have at home. Children can be so 
conditioned to home and family as 
to become unconscious of them. The 
summer visit wakens them to val- 
ues they have overlooked. 

Mothers are too much given to 
thinking, “Nobody will be on hand 
to see that they get their orange 
juice fresh, first thing in the morn- 
ing. Nobody will see that he gets 
to bed on time. I’m the only one 
who understands his behavior. He 
has never been away from me a 
single day since he was born. May- 
be he would fall ill. Perhaps he 
would be a bother. He really does | 
not want to go.”

O man, whose name is known to me, 
N nas had a courtroom experience to 

““ match William Gardiner’s. He was a 
foreman-carpenter, married and with sev- 
eral children, living in the little English 
village of Peasenhall. Near Him, dwelt 
a Mr. and Mrs. Crisp who had a pretty 
maid-servant named Rose Harsent. 

Peasenhall is. probably no worse than 
other small places, but two scandalous 
murder trials threw upon it a glare of 
notoriety. Many of the Peasenhall folk 
were conspicuously  religious—fervent 
members of a small and very strict sect. 
These, and others less godly, seemed to 
be making a valiant but not always suc- 
cessful struggle against the sins of the 
flesh. 

Most heartily disliked were a number 
of gossips and snoopers, anonymous let- 
ter-writers, spies and pussy-footers who 
Were energetic in watching the wicked 
while engaged in their wickedness. The 
snoopers were determind to miss nothing, 
even if they caught cold, hanging around 
dark lanes and hedge-rows at night. 

The first Peeping Tom originated in 
the English town of Coventry, and had 
some hard-working followers in Peasen- 
hall. Prominent were two young men 
who circulated so much gossip about Wil- 
liam Gardiner and Rose Harsent that 
they were forced to repeat it at an in- 
quiry, held by the church in which Gar- 
diner was choir-master and Sunday-school 
superintendent.

HE young men said they had hidden 
T denina a hedge to watch Gardiner and 

Rose go in to the empty chapel together, 
Then, creeping nearer, and straining their 
ears, they managed to hear a conversa- 
tion which shocked them very much. Part- 
ly, this was because they gave the words 
an evil interpretation. But, if their story 
were true, the girl quoted certain verses 
from the thirty-eighth chapter of Gene- 
sis, and it was difficult to justify this 
particular citation of Scripture, even 
though her companion were a Sunday- 
school teacher. 

Gardiner faced the gossip like a man. 
He told the two youths they were liars, 
and threatened a suit for slander. He also 
demanded the church inquiry. (One of 
the young men had made a similar charge 
about two other people.) Gardiner’s breth- 
ren did not believe the chapel scandal, but 
they advised him to be careful in his 
communications with young lassies. He 


would so continue, Yet, later, during the 
winter, he was once observed walking 
with Miss Harsent, in the gloaming, and, 
naturally, the gossip continued, 

In June, early one Sunday morning, the 
father of Rose Harsent came to the house 
where she lived, bringing her laundered 
clothes. 

He entered the kitchen and found his 
daughter, lying dead, near the foot of 
the stairs. She was in her nightgown and 
there seemed to have been an attempt to 
burn her body. The scene was a dreadful 
one; the poor girl’s throat had been cut, 
while another fatal wound, lower down, 
pierced her neck. About her were many 
pieces of glass, from a broken lamp, and 
from a bottle which had contained oil. 
Any theory of suicide was discounted by 
the absence of a weapon. The suggestion 
that she had fallen downstairs and acci- 
dentally cut her own throat on a piece of 
glass was advanced by a local Sherlock, 
but found no favor with doctors or police.

WO things pointed to murder. One 

was a note discovered in the _ girl’s 

room, and post-marked, in a nearby 
village, the day before. It said: 

“Dear R. I will try to see you tonight 
at 12 o’clock at your Place. if you put a 
light in your window at 10 o’clock for 
about 10 minutes then you can take it 


out again. don’t have a light in your room 


at 12 as I will come round to the back.” 

The inference was that whoever made 
this midnight appointment was the mur- 
derer. The autopsy disclosed that Rose 
Harsent was going to have a child. So, 
it was argued, the writer of the note, the 
girl’s lover, and her murderer, were one 
and the same man. 

Chiefly because of the gossip about the 
tryst in the chapel, William Gardiner was 
arrested and tried for the murder. To many 
people’? and to Sir Henry Dickens (son of 
the great novelist), who was the prose- 
cuting attorney, the case against’ the 
prisoner seemed black. The _ suspicious 
note was enclosed in a buff-colored en- 
velope, and such envelopes were in use 
by Gardiner’s employers. An expert in 
handwriting, Mr. Gurrin, thought that the 
note wasinthe prisoner’s hand. And the

bottle, which had contained the oil, bore 
a label showing that its original contents 
Was sOme medicine for Mrs. Gardiner’s 
children. 

Yet the defense was also strong. Gar- 
diner’s conduct was at no time evasive 
or cowardly. If he had been the lover of 
Rose Harsent—and the assertion was un- 
proven—he had by no means been alone. 
Her admirers included two or three vil- 
lage Romeos—one of whom had sent her 
love letters, with poetical quotations from 
the Song of Songs, and from other equally 
amorous but far less reputable sources. 
Some of his manuscripts were found in 
the dead girl’s desk, and they were con- 
sidered far too indecent to print. This 
young man had a very bad half-hour in 
the witness box.
